Compliance with the Framework 


Sport Integrity Australia is compliant with each of the 
4 requirements of the Framework. 


1. Risk Assessment - Sport Integrity Australia has 
conducted an annual risk assessment to evaluate 
risks to child safety and is implementing strategies 
to manage those risks. This risk framework 
captures internal business sections that engage 
with children directly and those that have indirect 
contact with children. 


2. Training and Compliance — Sport Integrity 
Australia is reviewing and updating existing 
systems of training and compliance to make 
staff aware of, and compliant with, the Framework 
and relevant legislation, including Working with 
Children / Vulnerable People checks and mandatory 
reporting requirements. This includes the 
development of new policies and training as 
required and embedding child safeguarding into the 
agency's administrative processes. 


3. National Principles for Child Safe 
Organisations — Sport Integrity Australia has 
adopted the National Principles and is working to 
implement them within the agency s functions. 


4. Annual Reporting — The 2021 Annual Statement of 
Compliance was not published by the 31 October 
due date on the Sport Integrity Australia website 
due to a delay in the completion of the annual risk 
assessment. The risk assessment and compliance 
statement was endorsed on 19 January 2022. 





Child safety initiatives 


Sport Integrity Australia has undertaken several 
Initiatives related to child safety during 2021 including: 


The development of the Sport Integrity Australia 
Child Safe Policy. 


The release of a Child Safeguarding in Sport 
eLearning course for the sport sector and 
agency staff. 


A review of all agency policies and procedures in 
line with the Child Safe Policy, 


Embedding the mandatory Working With Children 
Checks, for all staff, into the online recruitment 
process. 


Sport Integrity Australia will lead by example to meet 
compliance, implement better practice, and embed a 
culture of child safety to demonstrate the ongoing 
priority and commitment of the agency in the safety 
and wellbeing of children.
